themselves exercise any direct influence upon the weather or that 
tliere must be spots on the sun v\ hcncver there is extraordinary heat 
on tne earth.

TION, RESEMBLING IN THAT RESPECT THE ERUPTIONS ON THE

"The sun is subject to strange physical disorder, which shakes its 


system to the very center and, like a malarious disease, recurs in more 
or less regular periods, but with varying intensity.

BO far^'that there is a kind of double period in the sun spot cycle, and 
we have now arrived at the beginning of the great primary period of 
the cycle which is marked by intensification of the solar disturbances.

ant. I can not go into the details of 
the deliberations, but suffice it to say 
that th'e trust is trying to extinguish 
our organization. We asked the trust 
to sign the scale for all its mills. Its 
answer was, 'We will not sign, for if 
we let you organize all the mills the 
Amalgamated Association will be too 
strong. We must have enough non- 
union mills to hold the balance of 
power.' What is a nonunion mill? It 
is a menace'to wages. It has been 
said that the strike is already lost and 
that a v/ise general is always ready 
to retreat if by so doing he can s,avc 
his army from annihilation. All I have 
to s(ay to this is that Shaffer's motto 
is, a 'speedy death is preferable to 
starvation.' If we yield to the trust 
nov: they will steal' more mills, and 
soon we shall be in their power. I 
would rather go down with the Amal- 
gamated 
Association in destruction 


than be its president with its mem- 
bers starving. But the Amalgamated 
Association is not going to be licked. 
If it comes to a last resort there are 
the coal miners. If in the course cf 
time their leaders shall think it best 
to quit work to help us, then we shall 
be thankful for their support." 


Around the Mills. 


'The officials of the Star plant claim 


that the pickets afeout their mills held 
up a special delivery boy from the 
postoffiee with a letter for the office 
and inspected the letter before he wao 
allowed to proceed. TThe matter will 
be reported to the postal authorities 
at once. It is also charged that the 
strikers stoned the company carriage 
on Pennsylvania avenue, but did no 
special damage to the occupants. The 
aggressiveness of the strikers was 
further demonstrated when a mob 
surrounded William Jones, a colored 
man, who was mistaken for a non- 
union man from the Star works. lie 
had a narrow escape from serious 
injury and possibly death by the ap- 
pearance of the police. 


Officials of the American Tin Plate 


company said many tin plate workers 
continue to apply for places in the 
mills, but that they fear the molesta- 
tion of the strikers. 
"We have 175 


men ready to man the Demmler plant 
if we could only get satisfactory pro- 
tectionr No assmance of proper pro- 
tection Can be had from the authori- 
ties there, and it may be necessary 
to take aggressive steps to arrange 
the starting of the plant," said one of 
the officials. 


The first effort to break the strike 


of the Amalgamated Association at 
Newcastle, Pa., has been made. Tho 
local officers of the National Steel 
company have submitted a proposi- 
tion to their former employes to re- 
turn to work. The company offers to 
re-employ all who were working for 
it at the time the strike was com- 
menced, but Specified absolutely that 
the men must return as individuals 
and not as members of any organiza- 
tion or union.

Proposes a Remedy. 


Kansas City, Sept. 3.—"Muzzle ncl 


the ox that treadcth out the corn," 
was the test chosen by Hon. W. J. 
Bryan for his speech to worlvingmeii 
here Monday night. Said he: 


"Each decade of our history show., 


greater production of wealth and the 
men who produce it have less to show 
for it. The solution of the problem.) 
that confront us is in legislation, nui 
in legislation for or against classes, 
but for equal justice before law. Tho 
strike today is the only weapon tho 
laborer has. but it is weak and inpffi 
cient. If the laboring men were h^Jf 
as active on election day as they are 
in enforcement of their strikes they 
would wield a force that would right 
the evils which beset them. The 
greatest danger of today is private 
monopoly. 


"I have heard that the true solution 


of the problem is for the laboring man 
to divide profits with the trusts. That 
has been given as an argument for 
the trusts. 
Such a thing would be 


immoral and impolitic. It would be 
like dividing the spoils of the high- 
waymen. Today the only people who 
sympathize with you are the others 
who toil in other parts of the Lord's 
vineyard. 


"You are witnessing a "battle be- 


tween labor and the great steel trust. 
This trust was willing BO unionize 
some of its mills, but yould 
have 


others open to nonunion labor Why? 
Because the trust wants some mills, 
that it can depend on in the event of 
a strike. It 4s an unequal struggle^ 
for the trust can shut down its mills 
a year, but laboring men can not live 
a year without work. It is your dutfy 
to crush monopolies with the best re- 
source at your command—the ballot."

Cornered Government Troops 


In a Colombian Town. 


IN COMPLETE CONTROL OF HARBOR. 


Opposing Forces Exchanging Shots 


Daily and a Battle or Capitulation 
Is Imminent—Commerce Injured by 
the Singe—Numerous Arrests aud 
Kigid Censorship. 
Colon, Colombia, Sept. 3.—Insur- 


gents, or Liberals, so-called, liave be- 
sieged Bocas Del Toro, 140 miles west 
of here. Ttiey number at least 200, 
and as already cabled, occupy Provis- 
ion island, \yuich is opposite the town 
and commands the entrance to the 
harbor. They are fairly well armed, 
possessing two small modern cannon, 
as well as plenty of ammunition and 
are commanded by a Nicaraguan. 
Among them are many Nicaraguan 
and Costa Rican liberals. For more 
than a month the liberals have been 
threatening the town. About a fort- 
night ago they improved their position 
on Provision island, about a mile and 
a half from Bocas Del Toro, which 
also is on an island, and the opposing 
forces have occasionally exchanged 
shots. 


Martial law prevails in Bocas Dei 


Toro. The authorities have stopped 
communication with other ports ex- 
cept Colon. They have stopped local 
fishing and forbidden passage aloag 
the streets after S o'clock at night. 
Foreigners claim that the measures 
adopted for harbor supervision mater- 
ially injured 
commerce. Two Ger- 


mans were sent to jail for expressing 
their views too freely in a cafe, and 
it needed the intervention of the Ger- 
man consul to effect their release. Tho 
United States, French, British and 
German consular agents in Bocas Del 
Toro told the Colombian commander 
there that if severe harbor restric- 
tions interrupting commerce were no., 
abated, they would call for gunboats. 
These representations are said to have 
resulted in a limited improvement 
only in harbor conditions. 


The liberal position is strong, and 


the situation is lively to remain as 
it is until one side or the other makes 
an attack. Such an action would sub- 
ject the attacking party to the severe 
fire of their opponents, as it would bo 
necessary to pass from Bocas Del Toro 
to Provision island, or vice versa, in 
small open boats. Neither side is in- 
clined to take this risk. The liberals 
profess to behove that a proclamation 
of the present situation would result 
in a "Withdrawal of the government's 
forces from Bocas.
